NEW York, April 9.—A Liverpool letter 
says public sales of wool there the last two 
weeks have established the reality of Ameri- 
can competition in a manner un2xpected by 
English manufacturers, and that under the 
influence of American orders the price of 
wool attained to a figure higher than had 
been known in the market since 1871. Itis 
alleged that within the last six months more 
costly carpets have gone to the United States 
than had been exported inthe previous six 
years. But so far as the carpet trade general- 
ly is concerned, there is no attempt to eon- 
ceal the final loss of the American 
market. Taking advantage of the de- 
pression that has prevailed, large quantities 
of machinery haye been bought in Yorkshire 
at very low prices for transportation to the 
United States.

Skilled workmen are also being 
carried across the Atlantic. The best design- 
erin Kidderminster goes to an American 
carpet manufacturer. Agents now pick out 
the best workmen,who eagerly accept engage- 
ments for the United States.

THE FASTEST ENGINE. 


To Run Ninety Miles in Ninety Consecu- 
tive Minutes. 
| From the Philadelphia Times. | 

The Buldwin Locomotive Works has just 
turned outaremarkable specimen of work 
intended foraremarkable purpose. It isa 

assenger engine constructed for the Reading 

toad, to be run over the Bound Brook route 
between this city a New York, in which 
service it is expected eclipse anything of 
tbe kind going. It ha* been built coiefly for 
speed, and, if the expéctations of the contract- 
ing parties are ernee out, the time between 
this city and NeW Yorkover the above route 
will be lessened about half an_ hour. 
The distance from Philadelphia to New 
York is ninety miles, and the fast 
trains over both the Pennsylvania and bound 
Brook Roads bave been maxing itin abouttwo 
hours. The Reading people are aiming to 
make the distance in one hour and a half, aad 
with this object in view they some time azo 
contracted withthe Baldwin Company to build 
them an enginethat weuld perform that work, 
or, in other words, accomplish ninety miles 
in ninety consecutive minutes. ‘The new en- 
vine bas the Jargest pair of driving waeels, 
perhaps, of any passenger locomotive in this 
country, the wheels being 6 1-2 feet in diame- 
ter. The ordinary driving wheel of passen- 
ver engines hasa diameterof fromoto51-2 
feet. The new engine is different 
in other respects also, having 
but one pair oft driving whee's_ in- 
siead of 1wo additional smaller ones, ax is the 
usual custom. Itis also much heavier than 
the regular passenger eugine; its weight is 
about $4,000 pounds, while the ordinary en- 
cine weighs from 70,000 to 75,000 pounds. It 
isexpected to make the entire distance to 
New York without stopping to take water. 
Tbatthis may be done it is supplied witha 
tenk of about twice the capscity of enzines io 
reneral. It will hold 4,000 gallons of water, 
The capacity of tbe ordinary passenger en- 
gine Is irom 2,000 to 2,600 galions. The new 
enzinve, Which was taken out of the worksa 
few davs sgoand is now vt Reading, will be 
put to use on the Bound Breok Route within 
a Week orten days. Should the aitempt to 
thus lessen the time between Philadelphia 
aid New York prove successful other engines 
will be built and put regularly on the road.

A Decision of Importance.

Wives will pout, husbands will réjoige, and 
tradesman will, we fear, swear at a ~¥Very \re- 
cent decision of the Common Law Divi: of 
the English Court of Appeals which thé law- 
vers of our own country will do very well to 
make anote of. Mrs. Mellor purchased of 
the plaintiffs, Debenham & Freebody, various 
articies of dress suitab'e to her rank ina life, 
and which, by her orders, were charged to her 
bustand atfuir prices. When the bill was 
sent in, however, be declined to pay it. He 
made his wife an allowance, he said, and had 
directed her notto pledge his credit. Tha 
viaintiffs replied that they Knew nothing of 
bis private arrangements with his 
wife, and that they should 
certainly hold him responsible. The trades- 
men’s Case seeMs an exceedingly strong one, 
and with such counsel as Mr. Benjamin,whose 
career attbe English bar has beenas bril- 
liznt as brief, might be deemed well nigh 
impregnab'ie. The only question left to the 
jury, however, was the svie one, S*At the 
tin e these goods were ordered had Mr. Mei- 
lor withcrawn from bis wife authority to bind 
his credit and forbidden her to do so?’’ The 
jury found inthe eflirmative, and the case 
was adjudged egainst the tradesmen. ‘The 
decision on appeal is very vigorously reasou- 
ed. There is, Lord Justice Bramwell said, 
,either general usage nor convenience in favor 
OF bavirg auricles of dress on 
credit, nor can the courts take judicial cogni- 
vance of any practice of wives to 
bhledcetbeir husbands’ credit for such arti- 
cles. Doubtless the husband may give the 
Wife power to run up such bills, but why 
s).ould the law give such power to her against 
bis will? Tradesmen should inform them- 
scives as to the wives’ authority. It is, donbt- 
less, uethatto ask questions of their lady 
customers would offend them, and that is a 
strorg reason why such questions should not 
be asked, butit is no reason why the husband 
thould be inace liable in default of the shop- 
men’s choosing not to inform himself. « Lord 
‘i bhesizer added that there was, indeed, a pre- 
sumption that the wife bad authority to pledge 
her busband’s credit, but the presumption 
wis one liuble to be rebutted, and. had, 
in fac, been rebutted in the case by proof 
of the limitation of the wife’s ex- 
penses., It was hard upon the tradesman, but 
it would be yet harder upon the busband to 
lav upon him a burden of liability against his 
Will, and from which he would be unable to 
relieve himselfexcept by public advertise- 
ment Lottotrust his wife, which advertise- 
ment the tradesman might, after all, plead he 
had notseen. The judges disputed over a 
case (Manby against Scott) similar to this sev- 
eral years inthe reign of Charles II., and tif- 
teen: ears ago the Common Pleas made a simi- 
lar decision in Jolly against Rees. But Jus- 
tice Byles then dissented, and Sir Alexander 
Cockburn himself has since questioned the 
case. Debenham against Mellor is the first 
time the question has been passed upon ina 
Court of Appeal.

THE OPIUM HABIT. 


How it Destroyed the Accomplished 
Mrs. Deutsch. 
{From the New York World, 8th.1 


Mrs. George F. Deutsch, whose death at 
No. 234 West Eleventh street on Monday night 
from an overdose of opium was reported in 
yesterday’s World, was the youngest daugh- 
ter of the late Dr. Peter Van Buren, of this 
city, and a sister of Gen. Thomas B. Van Bu- 
ren, now American Minister to Javan.’ Dr. 
Peter Van Buren was a Dative of the town of 
Ghent, in Columbia county, and when ad- 
mitted to practice after a short novitiate there 
removed to Albany, where he was a success- 
ful physician. Reverses in some specula- 
tions induced him to remove to this city, 
where, by the joint political influence of his 
son, Thomas B. Van Buren, who was a mem- 
ber of the Assembly from this city in 1865, 
and of bis sen-in-law, Col. John D. Mac- 
Gregor, who was for many years un Assistant 
Corporation Attorney, Dr. Van Buren was 
made a police surgeon, and died while hold- 
ing that position. Dr. Van Buren had mar- 
ried into the Broadhead family. [H's broth- 
er, Evert Vsn Buren, was for several years 
Reeurder of Chicago, and eminent there 


as an advocate. ‘The family is. not 
related to that of President Van 
Buren. Mrs. Deutsch, whose maiden name 


was Harriet, was born some thirty-five vears 
ago, when her father lived at No. 214 West 
Twenty-second street. Hediedin 1875 and 
his wife six months late®, leaving to her the 
house in Twenty-second street. Harriet had 
become acquainted with Mr. Deutsch before 
her father’s death, and papers found in her 
room goto showthat the acquaintance was 
not made in the ordinary fashion. Deutsch, 
who was many years ber senior, lived in a 
house in Twenty-first, directly opposite hers, 
and first saw her at a window, pursuing the 
acquaintance by means of a newspaper adver- 
tisement. They met without the kaowledge 
of Miss Van Buren’s parents, for a_ time, 
but Dr. Van _ Buren l-arned of the ac- 
quaintance and called his daughter to sccount. 
She defended her suitor, but during Dr. Van 
Buren’s lifetime Mr. Deutsch was not re- 
ceived at the house. When Mrs. Van Buren 
died he duughter went to oshar- 
on Springs, zecompanied by Mr. 
Deutsch, and afterwards removed with him to 
Philadelphia, where they were married. Mrs. 
Deutsch left ber husband very soon, returned 
to this city and lived here until 1878, when 
she rented a house on Bellevilleavenoue, New- 
ark, removed ber furniture thither and made 
Mr. F. Crane manager of her estate. She 
next removed to Orange,’ then to Passaic, af- 
terwards to Paterson and subsequently to 
Taylor’s Hotel in Jersey City. A year ago she 
went to live with relatives of Mr. Deutsch at 
Bethlehem, Pa. She had some disagreement 
with them and went toa hotel in the towa, 
where she was taken sick. Her cousin, Mrs. 
Broadhead, of No. 295 West Eleventh street, 
und another cousin, B. Livingston, a Wil- 
liamsburg druggist, went to Betnlehem to see 
her and brought hertothis city. When she 
recovered she went to a boarding-hbouse at 
No. 215 East Twenty-third street. Uer for- 
mer busband visited her there, but, it is said, 
ponder another bame. 

Mrs. Deutsch began to use opium soon after 
separating from her husband. About two 
months #go a man who said his name was 
Newhall called on Dr. B. C. Miller, of the 
Metropolitan Hotel,and asked him if he would 
undertake to cure a confirmed opium-eater of 
the habit. He explained that he was in busi- 
ness at No. {V0 Broadway and and that the pa:- 
tient was a friendin whom he took some in- 
tercst. Dr. Miller cailed on the lady, who 
preved to be Mrs. Deutsch; and who put her- 
self uuder his treatment. When she was on 
the way toward recevery she had a dispute 
with the landlady over the visits of Mr. 
Deutsch, who jsepresented himself as ber 
ageni, und she decided to Jeave the house. 
Mr. Deutsch got rooms for ber at No. 254 
West Kieventhb street, and sbe removed tbiin- 
eron March 29. Last Friday Dr. Miiler was 
summond to attend ber there, and found her 
in a bighly nervous state and hvsterical. On 
Sunday she was able to go out. Monday 
aiiesuoon Mr. Deutsch brought her 
scme ice cream, and-as he went away she 
culled after him, ‘*George, vou had better get 
some more.”? About 5 o’cioek Dr. Miller was 
sent for srain apd yound Mrs. Deutseh lying 
on a leunve with her eves closed. Sne refused 
to admit that sbe had taken any drug and re- 
fused to take any medicine. An hour after- 
Wards u servant went to her room and asked 
What Mrs. Deutsch would bave for supper. 
She said toust end tea. When the household 
had dene supper another jodger went into 
Mrs. Deutsch’s room to tel] her that the toast 
ubd tea would be readv in a few minutes. 
Mrs. Deutsch was Jying on ber face in the bed 
motionless, and died as the visitor raised her 
head. Mr. Deutsch called at 9 o’clock, went 
up stairs to look. at the body, left the house 
without saying anything, came back with Mrs. 
Broadhead, took her up to the room and then 
hurried from the house. When the case was 
reported to the Coroner’s office, Coroner Knox 
and De puty Coroner Donlin went tothe house. 
In the sick-room were about two dozen vials 
containing medicine of various kinds, -kvur 
of them were labeled poison, and one two- 
ounce Viel hed contained laudanum. Behind 
the bed was a Jarge bottle which nad contain- 
ed chloral. On the center tabie was a picture 
of Mrs. Deutsch’s only child, which died in 
infaucy. 

Mrs. Morgan. the landlady, testified that 
Deutsch passed as his wife’s agent and that 
~ was distant and unfriendly towards 
lim. 

Mrs. Broadhead testified that she did not 
know Deutsch; as they were walking together 
tothe house she remarked to him that sne un- 
derstood that Hattie had been married toa 
men named Deutsch and that they had lived 
very unhappily. 

‘*That’s so,” said Deutscb, who was her 
companion. 

‘Who are yvou?’’? Mrs. Broadhead asked. 

‘Only a frievd,’’ he replied. :

(he Coroner’s investigation ought to be very 
interesting if Deutsch is called as a witness. 
It is said that he must admit marrying Miss 
Van Buren in November 1876, and obtaining 
in the following month in Beaver ceunty, 
Utah, a pretended divorce paper which is 
said to be entitied before the Hon. James 
Cox, Judge of the Probate Court there, with 
William Fotheringham as Clerk.

Pigeon-Catching in Michigan. 
[Shelby Cor. Chicago Times. | 

Prcbably few persons ore aware of the in- 
tercat taken by a large class of people at this 
season Of the year in the business of catching 
pigeons for market. The writer arrived here 
this morning, und finds about seventy-five 
persons here and inthe vicinity for the pur- 
pose of catching these birds. Leople are here 
trom lilinois, Wisconsin, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Ohio, New York,New Jersey, Massa- 
chusetts,Vennsy!vaviajand Michigan. Olda,mid- 
dle-eged and young, some of whom have been 
epgaved in the business in its season for the 
last forty years. The profits, in a goud sea- 
sor, are reported at from $20 to $100 per day. 

About this time each year pigeons arrive 
from the South in this part of Michigan in 
very large numbers, Where they soon com- 
wence building their nests and raise their 
biocd. They frequently collect in such large 
rumbers that the voise of their wings makes 
a nOi-e like the rumbling of cars. This migra- 
tion is reported to this State nearly every 
year since 140. 

In anticipation of their arrival, which 
usuaily is Very sudden after they commence 
vrriving, these people from the various States 
essemble here with nets and birds to use for 
decoys. Being thus well equipped with all 
the paraphernalia necessary, tue ground is 
Jooked over and places selected for looating 
their nets. 

Chicago. as usual, is wide awake to the 1n- 
terests of the trade, having buyers on the 
ground even before the arrival of the birds. 

A few pigeons have already been captured, 
and to-morrow, if the present indications of 
astorm should not interpose, will probably 
initiate business in earnest. The hotels are 
fillirg up rapidly. 

This business of trapping proves quite re- 
munerative to many of the people here. be- 
sides the hotel men, as many board at private 
bouses in the vicinity of their nets, but an 
occasional sharper here is reported as profess- 
ing to own or cuntrol most ef the very favor- 
ubie and convenient localities for trapping. 
for the avowed purpose of extorting exorbi- 
tant charges from the trappers for privileges 
of locating their nets, Which the trappers 
generaliy avoid.

THE QUEEN’S LEVEE. 


Scenes at Buckingkam Palace on Re- 
ception Day. 
[From the London World. | 


The following is the order of procedure at 
a levee: At 1:30 o’clock the various court 
ofticiels begin to arrive and take their pilacés. 
The Yeomen cf the Guard, commonly known 
as tbe beef-eaters, assemble in the entrance 
hall of the palace, and are posted along the 
staircase and atthe seteral approaches. Atone 
of these, a joining the entre e-room,two men of 
this corps s:00d, who would have rejoiced the 
beart of Frederick the Great, for each of 
them: measured six feet four and a half inches 
in lis stocking-soles. About this time also 
lier Majesty’s body guard of the honorable 
coips of gentlemen-at-arms muster in the 
picture gallery, and after being told off by the 
udjutant march to their several posts in the 
yoyal apartments. Two members of the corps 
huve tLe privilege of standing in the presence- 
chamber, opposite the throne, and this is 
tuken in rotation. 

By 3 o’clock ali have assembled,and in front 
of ibe ibrone and by its side the ladies and 
ventlemen in waiting, together with the other 
ofiicials of the household and privileged per- 
scns, such ds Her Majesty’s Ministers ana tue 
void and silver sticas—sticks often in more 
xepses than one—stand grouped, awaltiag 
Her Majesty’s srrival. At five minutes past 
tue hour the door onthe right hand of the 
throne is opened and Her Majesty, attended 
by her two pages, wearing the prettiest uni- 
form in the room, and followed by the other 
members of the royal family and personal re- 
tinue, enter and take their places just in froot 
of the throne and standing on the floor itself, 
Her Majesty being ontheright,the Princess 
Beatrice next on her left, and afrer her on this 
cecasion the Prince of Wales, tne Duke of 
Connaught, the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Prince Leiningen, and Price Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar. 

The Captain of the Queen’s guard, in full 
uniform, with his bearshin on,then advances, 
and after saluting with his hand, presents the 
yuard report for the day. ‘The ficid officer in 
brigade waiting is also in attendance. Im- 
mediately after this formulity the levee com- 
mences by the foreign embassadors and minis- 
ters being introduced iathe order of prece- 
deuce, after which the presentations in the 
diplomatic circle pass through. Alli this time 
the band is plaving in the quadrangle, and the 
strains of the ‘‘Bonne Bouche’ polka or one of 
Godfrey’s own ‘arrangements’? flow in 
through the window. while the human stream 
flows on past the throne at the rate of about 
one hundred every fiveminutes. Some of Eng- 
land’s best blood and manhood are there rep- 


resented: Zulu heroes like Baker Russell, 
with the bronze of Af1ic’s sun still on his 


cheek, looking every inch a soldier; aad 
Chard of Rorke’s Drift. with the brunze Vic- 
Loria cross on one breast and on the other two 
decorations for the preservation of tife from 
the Humane Society; Highland chicfs like 
the Lochiel, Mackenzie of Findon, Lord 
Pertb, and Davidson of Tulloch, all in Hizh- 
land costume, the last named fullof years 
and aimed to the teeth with pistols, clay- 
more, dirk and skein dhu. ‘Pboere are black- 
robed priests and white-robed Indian Rajabs. 
Anon, in a cluster, like a moving cloud in a 
summer sky, come the ofticers of the rifle 
brigade in their invisible-green uniform; for 
the first time in her reiga twenty- 
tive of them move past Her Majesty, grouped 
according to regimental seniority; and at an 
interval the ofticers of the Third Buffs to the 
number of twenty-five, with their light-color- 
ed facings, end forming in this respeci a strike 
ing coutrast to the sombre riflemen, pass mnus- 
ter in like manner. And so the levee pro- 
ceeds. Ore incident was the presentation of 
a petition by Lieut.-Col. Sutherland Dowson. 
of the Tenth Regiment. The complaint 
on Col. Dowsoun’s part is that an_ offi- 
cial at the Horse Guards deciined to acced2 
to his application for preferment without 
first having bis palm well oiled. ‘Tae Dake 
of Cambridge was furious at the presentation 
of the petition being allowed; but the right is 
too old established, it appears, to be abroyated 
even atthe will of aroyal duke, and so her 
Majesty received the petition in person. An- 
other episode was the fact of a naval officer, 
with medals for two campaigns, passing with 
a wooden leg—not a cork imitatiou such as 
Mr. Heather Bigg wight supply, but a down- 
richt honest wooden stump that tmnade_ itself 
heard even through the velvet pite of the car- 
peting. 

‘The levee on Wednesday lasted exactly an 
hour and a halt, and in tnat time no less than 
1,°00 passed through the presence-chamber,of 
which number 345 were presentations. Her 
Majesty remained exactly an hour and ten 
minutes, after which the Princess beatrice 
tcok her place. Ali this time Her Majesty re- 
mained standing, the better to retura the 
obelisances made, and few can realize the great 
strain thus involved. It is not, however, the 
actual fatigue so much that prevents Her Ma- 
jesty staying it out, asa feeling of sickness 
and faintness that comes over her. The Lord 
( hamberlain, too, bas no sinecure in reading 
out without mistake, and so as to be distinctly 
heerd, 1,000 names and titles.

Pierre Bonaparte and His Devoted Wife 
and Daughter. 
{From a Paris Letter. ] 

There is scarcely a day that, if you walk in 
the Garden of Luxembourg, writes a Paris 
correspondent, you may not see an elderly and 
a young lady walking side by side, one sad as 
the otber, both in deep mourning, now grown 
rusty (it has been nine months since the death 
of the Imperial Prince), both bearing all those 
thousand-and-one little indications of pov- 
erty which strike the observer. The elder- 
ly Jady has grown fat. She had great 
beauty once. She has all wrinkles now, more 
of them furrowed by care than by time 
(though these are not wanting). She was fa- 
mous once for her grace; she now waddles 
carelessly. Her elegance was town talk: she 
is dowdy grown. She had a palace and $0,000 
once; she now lives in a miserable garret,witn 
servants for neighbors, and she is dependent 
on charity for daily bread. Motherand daugh- 
ter both are princesses; daughter is great- 
yranddaughter of Letitia Bonaparte; Na- 
poleon I., King Jerome, King Jo- 
seph, King Murat, King Louis, 
were her great uncles; Empress Josepbine, 
Empress Marie Louise, (Jueen Hortense, were 
her great-aunts; Napoleun III. was her second 
cousin—and yet there are days when if you, a 
stranger though you are, were to offer mother 
and daughter afive-frane piece, they would 
take it; 1f they did not, they would go to bed 
breakfastless, dinnerless, supperless for that 
day. Abara fate! Nevertheless, nobody, not 
eventhe people Who give them alms, pity 
them. Pity is withheld, not so much because 
they enjoyed $50,000 annually for eighteen 
years Without piving one thought to the rainy 
days (whose clouds were always visible above 
the horizon), but because they had a great share 
in bringing those rainy days on France. One 
is the wife, the other isthe daughter of the 
atsastin of Victor Noir—Prince Pierre Bona- 
parte. Wife and daughter live in a garret, 
Rue de Lille.

Her brother, Roland, is a sub-lieutenant in 
the Thirty-sixth Regiment of Infautry; he 
Kets, occasionally, twenty dollars, as a present 


from Prince Jero Nupoleon—you 
know l’rince Nap leon has not 
a generous band.

still Worse; swollen by gout till scarcely to be 
recognized, unable to walk except with 
crutches, and not every week even with their 
ay he sponges on the charity of an inn-keep- 
er in Veréailles, an inn-keeper and wife, both 
Corsicans and idolators of the Bonapartes.

A Glance at the City Thirty-Five Years 
Ago—A Comparison With the Year 
1880. 

A Mr. Jansen, in the office of Mr. C. C. 
Hartman, notary, has in his possession a city 
directory of the year 1845. It is curious to 
compare it with its successor, the present di- 
rectory of Mr. Gouldfor 1880. The volume 
for 1845 is a small book, bound in card-board 
and containing 224 pages. It appeared in 1844, 
therefore before the beginning of the 
year, acd the publisher, Mr. James 


Green apologizes for the delay in its publica- 
tion,which had been occasioned by unforeseen 
obstacles. 

Opposite to the title page there is a steel 
cut of the National Hotel, corner of Third and 
Market (where the St. Clair now stands), a 
two-story brick house, with trees on: either 
side. Inthe preface Mr. Green declares that 
it cost unexampled trouble to procire the 
names and dweliings of the inhabitants, of 
whom in - 1844 there were 35,00). 
In the list of names 
few house numbers are mentioned. The 
majority are described as, for example, Wal- 
nut near First stfeet, Fourth between Olive 
and Locust, and soon. The preface remarks, 
among o.her things, that the city Water-works 
no longer suflice, and that their enlargement 
cannot well be longer delayed. 

The tobacco traue receives special mention 
in the prefatorvy remarks, It saysthat inthe 
tobacco Warehouse of Col. Joshua B. Brant 
(a brother - in - law of John C. 
having married the 
eldest daughter of Thoma; H. Benton) 
in 1841 there were received 415 hogsheads of 
tobacco; in 1842, 1,750 bogsheads; in 1843, 
6,847, and in 1844, 3,330 hogsheads—the de- 
cline inthe latter year was caused by a bad 
harvest. In 187%, 20,278 hogsheads came to 
St. Louis. Th- State in the year 1847 erected 
at the corner of Sixth and Washington avenue 
the State Tobacco Warehouse, which, inclua- 
ing the site, cost $20,000. 

Tne city contained in 18!) fourteen 
flour mills, six breweries, two  pork- 
housse; in 1880 there aretweaty- 
tive mills, twenty-one breweries and 
thirty pork-houses. In 1844 there were fifteen 
hotels, against forty-five of the first and sec- 
ondclass inthe present year. There were 
twenty-six churches; in 1880 there are 191. 
In the nine public scnools in 1844 there were 
$70 scholars; now there are seventy-five public 
schools with over 55,000 pupils. The number 
of teachers now is greater than the number of 
scholars in 1844. In 1844 there were publish- 


ed nine newspapers, one of which was Ger-¢ 


man. The city was divided into six wards. 
From the above fxcts and figures‘an idea of 


the rapid growth of St. Louis since 1845 may. 


be formed.

rFrom the San Antonio (Tex. ) Herald. J 
Mrs. French was the first to observe that 
this city is afflicted with the bronze beetle— 
the American dorbug. Swarming in count- 
less thousands, this insect nightjar is sweep- 
ingeverything green fromthe city, leaving 
nothing free from its ravages excepting the 
potato plants. The shards are articulated toa 
carapace and nearly cover the posterior sec- 
tion; the head is retractile; the antenn joint- 
ed. clavated and opening into leaves at the 
ends. The legs are six in number; short as 
to the front legs, but the posterior legs are 
All the legs are barbed 
end in claws. The Amer- 
dorbug only exists in his 
perfect state for ten days or two weeks at 
most. Remedies have been tried with some 
good resulting, but the best remedy is to let 
the birds alone. Crows, doves, robins, larks, 
pigeons and nearly all birds feed voraciously 
on this pestiferous beetie. Ifyou have a fa- 
vorite tree or shrub suffering from their bale- 
ful horny jaws, the only hope is to fumigate 
with sulphur. Their operations begin when 
the sun sete and end atitsrising. Ifthe fumi- 
gation is repeated four times during the night 


it will keep them away. Five days have pass-° 


ed since the bugs were first observed, and it 
is probable that in five days more they will 
disappear. The ete eee given is from a 
specimen sent to this office by Mayor French, 
oor kg bug was examined without a micro- 
seope.

There 
is no greater science than the art curative, 
and there never was atime in the world’s 
history when it stoed higher. There was 
anera when the bungling administration 
of medicines worked greatevil, and even 
now the country is full of quacks who prac- 
tice simply by certain formulas laid down 
in the books, and are but little better than 
licensed murderers. The simple-minded 
disciple of Esculapius who said, “I first 
pukes, then purges, then sweats ’em, and 
then if they dies I lets ’em,’’ probably em- 
bodied the code of two-thirds of the healers 
of the land. When the doctor, after diagnos- 
ing and settling in his mind the nature of 
the malady, proceeds to throw in the med- 
icine according to the schedule laid down in 
the books without regard to the tempera- 
ment and condition of the patient, he sim- 
ply deserves to be sent tothe hulks. It has 
been remarked that within the past few 
years the preaching of such liberals as 
Beecher, Channing and Newman Hall has 
resultedip reducing the heat of Pluto’s 
region materially. In the same manner the 
Homeopathists have forced rationalism and 
moderation upon the world of physic. In 
other words, hell is notas hot as it used to 
be and the dose of calomel is not as large

One man said that the Presby- 
terian minister, Mr. Hoes, had said that he 
had toe much respect for American women 
to believe that they would vote. That settled 
the Presbyterians.

On ’Change. 

The attention of the Board of Directors of 
the Merchants’ Exchange is called to the fact 
that the New York weekly statement of visible 
supply is received in Chicago, asarule, every 
Thursday ia time for the afternoon papers. 
Jere itcomes poking along during the day 
Friday—or semi-occasionaliy on Thursday 
evening, too late to Le of any service to any 
one. 

In the Louisiana State Senate last Monday 
Mr. Augustin introduced a concurrent resolu- 
tion requesting members of Congress from 
that State to secure the passage ot the bill now 
pending to secure qgirect trade between this 
country and Brazil, which means, in brief, 
the Mississippi Valley and Brazil Steamship 
Company. 

Mr. P. Kk. Smith, an old St. Louisan, but for 
five years a resident ot New Orleaus, was on 
‘Changeto-day. Hereturns here to cornect 
himself with the firm of Wolff, Silvernagie & 
Co., soon to be established. 

The bear movement in wheat seems to gather 
fresh strength with each fraction of a cent de- 
cline, and has now reached a point wherecit is 
not likely that any combination will ve foolish 
enough to try to check it unless backed by the 
mostunfavorable cop advices. At the pres- 
ent rate the coming crop will be discounted at 
bottom rates, within a very few weeks, on the 
basis of the cheapest wheat seen in twenty 
years. Accepting this as the inevitable, it 
seems the bestthing possible, asin case of fu- 
ture mnie fm to the crop its approximate 
value inay then be more readily calculated. At 
present, however, the ‘‘!ongs’’ are in a very 
bad box. 

It is useless to enlarge upon the condition of 
the local wheat market to-day. After the 
call utter demoralization reigoed supreme and 
prices were hammered straight down, point 
after point. L«ter a reaction came and recov- 
ered about %@%c trom the lowest notch, with 
a zood deal of strength, temporary though it 
was. Cash No. 2 wheat was in good specula- 
tive demand and sold at $1 164%@1 16; No. 3 
sold early at $1 08, and No. 4 at $1 02; spring 
was offered at $1, no bids. Corn settled 
back again and ruled slow all 
day; No. 2 mixed sold at 344@34c, rejected at 
33%c, No. 2 white-mixed 364%@36‘¢c, and re- 
jected do at s6c. Oats declined about \c,witn 
a better movement, No. 2 selling at 314c; 
other grades were nominally lower. Rye was 
dull and nominally unchanged.

The Burial of George R. Taylor 
This Morning. rs 


Ig pressive Ceremonies at the Cathedral 
—A Vast Concourse Present. 


The remains of the late George R. Taylor 
were buried in Calvary this morning, a vast 
coneourse of friends who had known and ad- 


mired him in life witnessing the solemn obse- | 


quies at the cathedral, and at least two hun- 
dred intimates and relatives attending the 
body to the cemetery. There were no services 
at the late residence of deceased, at No. 1904 
Lucas Place, and only relatives, immediate 
friends and the pall-bearers assembled there. 
The remains, placed in a hand- 
some casket, heavy with its weight of 


silver and gold trimmings,occupied the center 
of the drawing-room, where the soft light 
from the chandelier fell upon the calm and 

eaceful features of the dead. ‘The air was 

eavy withthe perfume of flowers, which 
were displayed in profusion and in rare 
beauty of design. Upon the coflia were two 
floral pillows bearing the word. worked in 
violets upon a white ground, “RESsT,’’ and 
a wreath of immortelles. A* colossal com- 
bined anchor of hope, cross of death, and 
wreath of immortality, made of the rarest 
flowers, occupied a prominent position. It was 
about four feet in height and most 
beautiful. <A large floral cross, upon the fac 
of which appeared a wreath, three anchors in 
white flowers, and a general display of floral 
pillows, wreaths, baskets and garlands,served 
to vest the scene of death with a rare and del- 
icate beauty that robbed it of much of its 
sombreness. 

Shortly after ten o’clock the flowers were 
removed and sent to the Cathedral, where 
they were placed in front of the altar rail. 
The family took a parting look at the 
face of their dead, and then

to the church was formed. The casket was cir- 
ried to the waiting hearse by eight colored men 
followed by the pall-bearers,who were Heury 
Shaw, Mayor Overstolz, ex-Senator David H.

REDEMEIER’S REMARKS. 


The Condemned -Murderer’s Opinion of 
His Own Alleged insanity.

A Rambling Talk About the Jury that 
Tried Him and His Approacbh- 
ing Execution. 


This morning a reporter for the Post-DIs- 
PATCH Visited the jail and held a brief inter- 
view with the condemned murderer Henry 
J. Redemeier, whese sanity was determined 
yesterday by the commission called by the 
Sheriff for that purpose. The prisoner walk- 
ed up to the representative of the press on the 


latter’s entering the lobby, and said: “I be- 
lieve you Want to see me. My nameis Rede- 
meier.’’ Redemeier is a medium-sized man, 
with light gray eyes, and does not possess a 
repulsive face. His hair is perhaps the 
most peculiar feature about him, as 
it appears to resist all efforts to be combed, 
and stands upright. His appearance is not 
thatofacrazy person. His manner and ac- 
tions are not indicative ofa deranged mind.In 
conversation alone he exhibits signs of insani- 
ty. He is twenty-nine years old, and was 
born in Hanover. He cameto America when 
quite young, and was variously engaged as a 
brickmaker and cigarmaker. 
IIIS IDEAS OF INSANITY. 

The first question propounded to him after 
the reportef had noted Redemeier’s peculiari- 
ties was concerning the recent inquisition as 
to the prisoner’s insanity. 

‘**] don’t think much about it,’’? said the 
man, “‘forI don’t consider that I hada trial 
on cither of the occasions when my case was 
called. I think that I could be tried by a lot 
of boysinthe street and be given a fairer 
chance than I was by the men who decided 
my case. They tried to prove that I was in- 
sane and did not go into the homicide at all. 
My opinion of an insane man is a dead person 
who can not talk or think. J am not that kind 
of a person.”’

*‘*You are not insane then’’’ continued the 
‘ 


reporter. 

‘*No, 1 don’t pretend to be either dead or 
insane, but I should think = that 
the men whotried me were a little insane 
themselves. They have no right to say or ac- 
cuse me of being insane, for it is nals, Pe Saye 
ing that I am alive, yet dead.” : 

HIS CRITICISM, 

Still continuing his criticism on the mem- 
bers composing the Sheriff’s jury who wére 
engaged in trving his sanity, he said: ‘*They 
came here in jailand took me for a d—n ras- 
cal. They asked me all sorts of questions, 
and, when I asked them who they were, they 
walked off without giving me any reply.” 

‘*What induced you to kill Vosz? Had you 
any trouble with him’’’ queried the visitor. 

‘*T am not obliged to tell you what I did 
thatfor. Ifajury who had the right to ask 
that question should put it to me I[ 
will tellthen, but tono one else,’’ was the 
sensible reply of thie alleged insane prisoner. 

**You do not expect anew trial, do you?’’ 

‘*] don’t know whether I will have a new 
trial. I have beenin here fora long time, 
nearly tWo years, and should Jike to havea 
fair chance to get away.” 

HIS UNDERSTANDING OF THE EXECUTION. 

‘Do you understand,” said the reporter,

Some of them may murder me on that day or 
hang me for all I know, but I don’t so under- 
stund it. I don’t care anything about the 
laws, as I don’t think the laws have given me 
a fair trial. A fair trial is all that I want.’ 

The prisoner appeared to be somewhat 
moved while talking on this subject; so the 
kind-hearted reporter touched upon others, 
by asking him what he thought of the piea of 
insanity as a defenee? 

‘*] don’t want any more insanity business 
or pleas, and didn’t expect to enter sucha 
defense. I thought I woula obtain a fair trial 
and that I would be discharged. But I should 
not express myself about those things. Iam 
a prisoner, and Ishould not say anytning 
against the laws, for it don’t look well. IftI 
was a free man { wouldexpress myself wilil- 
ingly; as it is I prefer to keep silent.”’ 

HE WILL NOT DIE WILLINGLY. 

He cont nued in reply toa question: 

‘*] have not made up my mind to die on the 
99d of the present montb, and unless 
my life1s taken from me against my will I 
willnot die. Ofcourse thev can overpower 
me and take my life, but I will never die 
willingly.’’ 

At this point the prisoner said: “I killed 
Vosz by shooting him twice with a revolver, 
and for so doing should be punished for grand 
larceny or petit larceny.’’ 

‘*What do you mean by larceny?” 

‘“‘Why I Zot some of his blood on my 
clothes, and in carrying that off I committed 
larceny. I ought to be punished forthat. If 
the bleod bad not spattered on me, 
the laws could not touch me.” 

The reporter then subjected him to a series 
of questions as to how he 
bad met Vosz; and Redemeier 
stated that his mother rented a house from 
Vosz in the rear of Hyde Park, and it was 
there that he first met the deceased. He be- 
heved that there was some trouble about the 
rent at onetime. The prisoner evidently con- 
cluded that he was going into forbidden sub- 
jects, and as he answered the last question, 
jumped up and said that he didn’t think re- 
porters had aright to play judge and jury, 
and therewith departed for his cell.

Redemeier’s sentence to imprisonment for 
life. The petition will be signed by tne lead- 
ing experts of the city, and itis said that an 
effoit will be made to stay the execution and 
place Redemeier in the Insane Asylum, where 
bis mental condition will be investi- 
gated. If he is found 
wil] be changed to life imprisonment, and if 
not he will be banded over for exeeution.
